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MP responds: Defending 
the changes to the OAS

Hie Conservative Government is 
committed to ensuring our seniors can 
rely on a secure retirement. 

Last week’s Times had an editorial 
from the Liberal Critic, suggesting we 
can ignore reality - the reality that the 
number of seniors will explode in future 
decades, and that they are living longer. 
He claims we need not make changes to 
protect our seniors’ programs for future 
generations. Yet even he admits that the 
share that Old Age Security takes out of 
the economy will rise by one-third in 20 
years without any changes. 

If we follow his advice, the only way 
to maintain Old Age Security in the 
decades ahead will be punishing tax 
increases at that time. 

A responsible government must plan for 
the future. We need to make changes to 
ensure future generations can count on 
the support they need when they retire 
decades from now. Our Government will 
be taking action now, to make our Old 
Age Security system sustainable in the 
medium and long term. 

Many Canadians are asking what this 
means. For those already collecting 
Old Age Security, nothing will change. 
You will continue to receive the same 
benefits into the future. 

Those who are approaching retirement 
in the near future will also see no 
change. 

But for future generations, if we don't 
make plans and changes now, Old Age 
Security will not be there for them. 

Canadians receive retirement income 
from a variety of sources, including 
private pensions, RRSPs, the Canada 
Pension Plan, and Old Age Security 
(OAS). 

The Canada Pension Plan is funded by 
premiums from each of our paycheques, 
and it is on a safe, secure and 
sustainable path. OAS is paid for out 
of the taxes paid by the people working 
today. Unlike the Canada Pension Plan 
or Private Pensions, you don’t “pay into" 
your Old Age Security. 

As the baby boom works through the 
system, and as people live longer, the 
costs of OAS will eventually become 
unsustainable, unless we act now. In 


1975, there were 7 working taxpayers 
for every Senior; today there are only 4 
working-age Canadians paying taxes to 
support each senior. By 2030, the total 
number of seniors will nearly double. 
Amidst these changing demographics, 
the annual cost of the Old Age Security 
program is projected to increase from $36 
billion in 2010, to $108 billion in 2030. 

Most younger Canadians know well 
that, if changes are not made to OAS, it 
will not be there for them in the long¬ 
term. Many are pessimistic, having 
little expectation of Government 
support in the future. The post-baby 
boom generations are well aware of the 
demographic changes ahead, because 
the changes have already affected 
their lives profoundly, from the cost of 
education, to the range of employment 
opportunities available. 

They have seen what happens in 
countries like Greece, where high 
government spending on cosdy social 
programs has led to high national debt 
and deficits. They know that ends in big 
tax increases, and the abrupt shock of 
the sudden elimination of benefits many 
were counting on to live. 

By acting now, we can avoid that fate, 
and ensure a sustainable system to 
support our seniors for decades to come. 
And by acting today, instead of waiting 
for a crisis to arrive, we can ensure that 
nobody receiving benefits today will lose 
a penny that they expect. 

Our Government is strongly committed 
to ensuring seniors have a secure retire¬ 
ment. That’s why we’ve taken steps like: 

. Introducing a new law to allow Pooled 
Registered Pension Plans. 

. Allowing Pension Income splitting 
between spouses to reduce taxes. 

. Delivered the largest increase in the 
Guaranteed Income Supplement in 

. Increased the Age Credit. 

. Increased the Age Exemption, to allow 
seniors to earn more tax-free. 

While the Opposition parties have 
voted against all the above measures, 
we will continue to ensure seniors can 
count on the right mix of support and 
opportunities to ensure their retirement 
is secure, today and into the future.

Where’s the accountability? 

To the Editor: At the Feb. 7 Council 
meeting, a report addressed the financials 
of the Dissette/8thLine widening. The road 
is great now, apart from some misaligning 
of lanes, about 50 trees planted direcdy 
under hydro wires, and the difficulty 
for couriers to deliver packages to the 
homeowners whose properties were not 
expropriated. 

The report states that “....there are still 
approximately 70% of the files that are 
open." The financial numbers have yet to 
be determined because of outstanding 
lawsuits. Council asked when they could 
expect a final report, and were told that 
there were many unresolved issues, 
which may not be settled within a 10 year 
timeframe. 

Is it common practice to proceed with 
a project before all the property rights 
are acquired and the permits secured? 
Good planning results in a project being 
completed on time and on budget. The 
budget for this project, when first presented 
for Council approval and when the 
Town applied for stimulus funding, was 
approximately $12 million. The May 11, 
2010 Engineering Report 2010-21 states 
that Land Acquisition cost $7.8 million. 

The December 6,2011 Engineering Report 
2011-62 states that the estimated final 
construction cost $17.6 million. In addition, 
there are Engineering & Design costs, and 
the Environmental Assessment costs. 

So far, the settled and firmed costs are 
around double what was first presented 
to Council at the time of project approval. 
What are the projected legal and land costs 
for 10 more years of negotiations for final 
settlement with expropriated landowners? 
In the private sector, when we embark on a 
project, we have to have a full report to out 
banks and our government on an annual 
basis. We have to be fiscally responsible, or 
we are shut down. 

Surprisingly, not one single member of

Scam Alert: It's not Microsoft calling 


The caller was very convincing. 

Catherine Russell received a 
phone call from the West Indies, 
advising her that she had won the 
"Canadian Senior Citizens' Cash 
Award" of over $2 million, and all she 
had to do to claim her prize was send 
the 1% tax owing - a total of $2,300 - 
by Western Union. 

Convincing or not, she hung up 
and called the Canadian Anti-Fraud 
Centre - aware that if it sounds too 
good to be true, it probably is. 

The fraud centre, formerly known 
as “Phonebusters,” confirmed that 
this is a scam - a variation on the 


The Anti-Fraud Centre points out 
that you can’t win a lottery without 


buying a lottery ticket - and that no 
bona fide lottery will ask for payment 
up front. 

Another scam making the rounds is 
the “Computer Virus Scam’! A caller, 
often claiming to work for Microsoft or 
some other major software company, 
claims that your computer has a virus 
that is causing it to run slowly, or not at 
all - and offers to repair it via internet 
access, for a payment that can range 
from $35 to $470, to be billed to your 
credit card. 

The RCMP warn that allowing a 
third party to download software or 
remotely access your computer can 
lead to identity theft, installation of 
malicious software that can capture 


the use of your computer to spread 
spam or viruses - and giving out your 
credit card number to a third parity 
can lead to unauthorized charges. 

“If you’re really worried about 
viruses on your computer, be pro¬ 
active and use anti-virus software 
that you’ve acquired from reputable 
sources, and keep it up to date,” says 
Staff Sgt. Paul Proulx. "If someone 
calls you out of the blue offering 
to provide this kind of help, it’s 
probably a scam. Remember, it’s 
not rude to hang up on someone 
who's trying to steal your money and 
information." 

A variant on the computer virus 
scam: internet pop-up ads for anti¬ 
virus software.

A life-changing trip, Part 2

Visiting some slums in India several times, I 
connected with some of the children. They are 
all so beautiful and so happy to have a friend 
visit. To be called “akka” - Telegu for "Sister” - 
was a special connection. 

Some children would recognize our vehicle 
when we arrived, 
and would run 
towards the car with 
large smiles on then- 
faces. They would 
climb up die car, and 
reach in through the 
window to touch our 
hands in greeting. 

Although I was 
unable to speak their 



is non-verbal, 

communicate quite happily, through our 
physical acrions and facial expressions. 

Holding an orphaned child created a 
connection of belonging and love. Making silly 
faces with the children, or giving them high- 
fives made them feel so happy and special. 
These are some of the lasting memories that I 
have taken from this journey. 

It was the first year that I didn't celebrate 
Christmas and New Year's at home, but I feel 
I spent it in the truest spirit of the season. 
Christmas Day was spent giving Christmas 
cakes to almost 1000 children in the slums, and 
to residents of an orphanage for blind girls. We 
brought happiness to the children. 

On New Year's Eve, we interacted and played 
with children from an orphanage and rehab 
centre in Chandigarh. Their smiles made me 
feel so fulfilled, and although I missed my 


family at home, I felt a universal love and 
connectedness with these children. 

Returning home, I feel even more awareness, 
and gratitude for the luxuries that we have. 
With the thousands of children I met, I know 
that the short period of time I spend with them 
was significant to their lives. But I am only 

one person; I can only 
imagine that if more 
people also did one 
small thing to give back 
to the world, the wave of 
positive change would 
be incredible. 

It's easy to become 
overwhelmed by the 
poverty and war that 
exist in our world. It 
numbs us, and we 
feel helpless - that 
individually, we can't 
make any difference. In 


the pebble is dropped, the ripples begin. 

“It is the greatest of all mistakes to do noth „ 
because you can do only a little. Do what you 
can." - Sydney Smith. 

It’s like the story of the thousands of starfish, 
left to die on the shore after the tide retreated. 
An individual tossing even one starfish back 
into the ocean makes a difference - and 
imagine if every person in this world rescued 
just one starfish?
